An exciting new outdoor action 
drama of the post-Civil War fron- 
tier, when the Southwest was the 
battleground between bandits and 
cattlemen, renegades and soldiers, 
is thrillingly told in Columbia 
Pictures’ “Apache Ambush,” at 
the...ak5. Theatre. The film, which 
opened yesterday, features Bill 
Williams, Richard Jaeckel, and 
Alex Montoya; in its splendid 
cast are such other personalities 
as Tex Ritter, Adelle August and 
Movita. 

In “Apache Ambush,” Williams 
plays a former Union soldier and 
Indian scout who undertakes to 
bring a giant herd of cattle up 
the Abilene Trail from Texas to 
Kansas. He must fight his way 
through renegade forces, rebel- 
lious Mexicans and, of course, the 
mighty Apache nation which rides 
out to destroy all white men. 
Complicating Williams’ troubles 
is an illicit trade in the newly- 
invented repeating rifle, a weapon 
eagerly sought after by each of 
the film’s warring groups. 

“Apache Ambush” is packed 
with spectacular action and scenic 
beauty. The scenes of the cattle 
moving along the Abilene Trail 
are breathless in their scope and 
excitement; the battle scenes are 
especially tense and_ thrilling. 
Performances are equally fine. 

Williams, who is a television 
favorite as “Kit Carson,” invests 
his present role with a strength 
and realism well worth seeing. 
Jaeckel, last seen as the sardonic 
gunslinger of “The Violent Men,” 
here portrays a disillusioned Con- 
federate soldier and conspirator; 
Montoya is savage and cruel as 
the Mexican leader.

Leads to New Role 


At one time in his motion pic- 
ture career, blonde and husky 
Richard Jaeckel was cast in a 
steady stream of “the boy next 
door” type of role. The young ac- 
tor, currently featured with Bill 
Williams and Alex Montoya in 
Columbia Pictures’ new outdoor 
action drama, “Apache Ambush,” 
at. thes... === Theatre, decided to 
make a radical change and, in es- 
sence, start all over again. 

His first “different” characteri- 
zation found expression in “The 
Gunfighter,” in which he played 
the cowardly gunman who is shot 
down by Gregory Peck. From here, 
he was cast in such plum parts as 
the aggressive athlete in “Come 
Back, Little Sheba,” and as the 
killer in “The Violent Men.”

Into Movie Career 


Add Bill Williams to the list of 
Hollywood figures who swam 
their way to stardom, Williams, 
currently to be seen at the........2.. 
Theatre in Columbia Pictures’ 
“Apache Ambush,” with Richard 
Jaeckel and Alex Montoya, de- 
cided on an acting career as a 
result of his success as a swim- 
mer. However, unlike Johnny 
Weissmuller, Esther Williams (no 
relation!) and Buster Crabbe, to 
name three top-flight swim-stars, 
Bill Williams did not use his 
swimming prowess on the screen. 

Deviously and illogically, Wil- 
liams achieved motion picture 
stardom by studying to become a 
construction engineer, becoming 
an exhibition swimmer, joining 
an opera company, having his 
own stage act and becoming a 
shuttle pilot for an airline. 

Bill was educated at Brooklyn 
Technical High School and Pratt 
Institute in Brooklyn, where he 
studied construction engineering 
and excelled at swimming, foot- 
ball, baseball and hockey and 
gymnastics. In 1934 and 1935 he 
was Junior National Champion in 
the 220- and 440-yard swimming 
events and held numerous other

amateur swimming titles. 

The day after the 1935 Junior 
National Swimming Meet closed, 
he went to St. Louis where he 
joined the Municipal Opera Com- 
pany. Williams remained with this 
company for two seasons, then 
organized his own stage act, tour- 
ing extensively here and abroad. 
He played a year at the Palla- 
dium in London, gave a command 
performance for the royal family, 
and returned to this country on 
the last boat to sail from England 
before war broke out in 19389, 

Bill studied celestial navigation 
and finally gave up show business 
to become a shuttle pilot for Con- 
solidated Airlines. He was called 
from this job for Army service. 
After his discharge, Williams was 
immediately successful in winning 
roles in “Murder in the Blue 
Room” and “Thirty Seconds Over 
Tokyo.” Some twenty other top 
roles, many of them in outdoor 
action films, like “Apache Am- 
bush,” followed. 


Tex Ritter Seen 
In ‘Apache Ambush’ 


Tex Ritter, who figures import- 
antly in Columbia Pictures’ 
“Apache Ambush,” at the.............. 
Theatre with Bill Williams, Rich- 
ard Jaeckel and Alex Montoya, 
was one of the first Western stars 
to break out with song; and the 
first major sagebrush vocalizer on 
radio. 

Tex was born in Panola County, 
Texas, where he learned to ride, 
shoot and rope. He attended the 
University of Texas and there be- 
came an authority on folklore, 
later touring as a singing lec- 
turer. His collection of cowboy, 
mountain and Negro song's is one 
of the most extensive in the coun- 
try. Tex achieved stardom in Hol- 
lywood and for many years was a 
favorite of Western fans. He also 
entered the radio field—writing, 
singing and acting on his own 
show, ‘“‘The Lone Star Ranger.”
